ces from the bloudie yoke of — — 
and hipocriticall murthet sus Jeſaites, which daily pzac- 
tiſe to trouble, not only the welfare of the 
Pꝛotiates, generally, (but alſo to ſuppꝛeſſe and murther 
all god, godly,bleſſed,and . 
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Potentates ) that ſo in time they might with moze eaſe 
mncozpozate the (aid Netherlandiſh Pzoumces. To the 
end therefoze that the ſaid Yonourable Lozds the States 
with his pzincely Excellency, might once wholy ſhake off 
thofe common enemies from the neck of thole Pzownces 
gencrally,and eſtabliſh a firme and an aſſured peace,they 
haue thought it conucment to raiſe and bzing into the 
fields a ſtrong and honourable Campe, as well foz the res 
licte of Oſtend, as alſo to deliuer the refl of the Nethers 
landiſh P2ouinces from the poke of the tyzannous @pans 
yards q bloudie Cdicts,to which end hath bene aſſembled 
many outlandiſh ſouldiers, both hoz\men e fotemen, with 
great numbers of wagons, as well out of Brabant 4 V- 
ericht, as from Holland and other plates, wherofmany 
were couered, and ſome curiouſly painted with þ Armes 
of nobles and gentlemen fo; their eaſe t reũ in the night, 
which had their ende. vou neare the toll-houſe beyond 
Nimmeghen. 

Now when the greateſt number were afſcmbled af 
the laid place, they attended his Exccllencics comming, 
who departcd from the Grauen-haeghe the tight day of 
June inthe moꝛning, to take muſter ofhis Royal Camp, 
which he accompliſhed vpon the Eltenbetge heath, and 
(finding the ſame to be betweene 5, and G. thouſand hoo 
men, 2 8,thouland fotemen,andncare about 4.thouſand 
wagons, well, and in god ozder mounted and 
he with the honourable Lozds the States. paſſed 
the whole army, demanding as well ofthe Cauallery,as 
ofthe Infantery,ifthere were any one amongſt them that 
found hunſelfe agrreucd with the pay ofthe @tates, and 
if any ſuch were, they ſhould ſpeake: but none hauing 
cauſe to complaine,they demaunded farther,if they were 
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Beere, Bꝛead, and other vicualls, foz they had bzonght 
with them many Duens to bake their Bꝛead. Aſtet (uf 
ficient pꝛouiſion maze, they marched ſoꝛ ward towards 
Tongheren, and ſo vpwardsto Truyen , within ſome 
halle league of Lew, fozcing all the Thillages thercabouts 
to bzing in their contributions, which amotnited to an 
incredible lumme of money. 

As they lay quietly at this place. it happened that 
ſome of our ſouldiers raunged a kttle to farre, and were 
by the Pozes entrapped and ſlaine, Jn reuenge where- 
of certaine Yozſemen were ſent out, who not fozgetting 
their arrant, ficw diners $@zes, and Yozſemen, and 
bzought with them to the Campe, eighteene Yozſemen 
paiſoners, and two gray Friars. 

After that his Pzincely Excellency had remayned 
at this place a fewe dayes, and put his people into Bat- 
taile ozder, he ſent a Trampetter vnto the Admirall of 
Arragon, Generall fozthe Archduke (who had intren⸗ 
ched himleife veric ffrongly neare vnto the Zowre of 
Tien) ſignifping vnto him, that he was now readie to 
giue hun \Battaile,and that therefoze hee ſhould now pers 
loꝛme his pzoud wozds heeretofoze vtterco when he was 
pꝛiſoner if he had the courage, But he anſwcred he had 
no Commiſſion from the Archvuke to fight, and ſo pꝛe⸗ 
ſcrued his honour and reputation as he thought, 

After this, his Excellencie as a valiant Pʒince mar- 
ched towards the enemy with certaine hoꝛſe and lte, 
eucn to his Trenches,but the cnemy kept humſelfe cloſe, 
Vis Excellence perceiuing that the Admirall durſt not 
ſhewe himſelfe in the fteld notwithſtanding that he was 
come fo farre to (ke him, he ſuddainly turned backe, and 
comming nears vnto Helmont, ſummoned the _
